Mr. Bush formerly was 
choir director for the Congre¬ 
gational Church here, and 
each summer he acts as mas¬ 
ter of ceremonies at band 
concerts in the park. He is 
staff supervisor in charge of 
sales training for the Pacific 
Telephone and Telegraph Co. 

MR. BROWN, vice presi¬ 
dent of Parkway Manufac¬ 
turing Corp. in Pasadena, 
said: 

"I hove become a candi¬ 
date primarily because I 
would like to help evolve 
an even better school sys¬ 
tem than we now hove. In 
the past few yeors, there 
has been a marked im¬ 
provement in the quality 
of education we are offer¬ 
ing our children. However, 
there are some areas in 
which I believe we should, 
and could, progress more 
rapidly. I certainly hove 
no major 'gripes.' 

"I am willing to give 
my full support to the pro¬ 
posed new tax limit which 
will be voted upon in the 
coming election. I am con¬ 
vinced that its approval is 
necessary. 

"I believe thot the best 
Interests of our children 
and our community lies in 
local control of both edu- 
ccrtional policy and fi¬ 
nances." 

A resident of Sierra Madre 
for the past 11 years, Mr. 
Brown and his wife, Elena, 
were co - presidents of the 
PTA about four years ago. 
The couple has five children, 
three of whom are in Sierra 
Madre schools. 

Mrs. Fretz, a resident of 
Sierra Madre for 10 years, 
said: 

“Naturally, 1 hate to pay 
more taxes, but if it means 
keeping our school system 
within our city limits, im- 
der local control, then I'm 
for it. 

"The primary reason 1 
decided to run, aside from 
my interest in the school 
system, is my conviction 
that there should be at 
least two women on the 
Board of Education. I think 
a 'mother's touch' is reolly 
needed." 

Mrs. Fretz was co-president 
of the PTA for two terms— 
1956 to 1958—and has two 
children in the Sierra Madre 
School system and one in 
Marshali Junior High in 


Pasedana. She also has been 
active in Scouting. 

MRS. COLBERT, the only 
candidate activeiy opposed 
to the tax measure, said: 

"I am running for the 
Board because of my keen 
and long-time concern for 
school affairs. My particu¬ 
lar interest is the annex¬ 
ing of Sierra Madre schools 
to the Pasadena School 
District, now. 

"I'm opposed to the pro¬ 
posed tax increase of 50 
cents. It would be a waste 
of money, since annexa¬ 
tion is inevitable. We hove 
four children, and therefor 
I'm interested in a sound 
educational program. 

"I'm running os on inde¬ 
pendent, and I can not a 
member of any special in¬ 
terest group." 

Mrs. Colbert has lived in 
Sierra Madre for about 12 
years. One of her four chil¬ 
dren is now in Sierra Mesa 
School, and two others will 
attend. The fourth child is 
a student at Marshall. 

MR. DANIELS, a clerk in 
the Sierra Madre Post Of¬ 
fice, said: 

"If we need a tax in¬ 
crease to run our schools 
properly. I'm in fervor of it. 
But there has been a lot of 
double talk concerning the 
tax proposal, and I don't 
like double talk. 

"My first concern is to 
gucaantee a good educa¬ 
tion for my children. If 
this costs money, we will 
have to raise it."

There’s a rumor afloat in Sierra Madre that the ^ 
Elementary School District may receive a sizeable ^ 
tax refund in the near future, so big, in fact, that a Wi 
tax increase to support the schools would not be yX 
necessary. 

Like many rumors, this one is based on an uneasy M 
foundation, although it is partially correct. 

As a result of a recent State Supreme Court 
decision, all assessments have been invalidated “that 
have been made, beginning with the fiscal year ^ 
1952-53, of possessory interest in personal property ® 
which was subject to title in the Federal government” ^ 
(in Los Angles County). 

NOBODY, however, seems to know exactly what ^ 
the decision means or how it will actually affect the * 
county or what steps the State Legislature may have ^ 
to take to implement it. ^ 

If it is interpreted to mean, as is expected, that ■= 
taxes collected on personal property in which the M 
government had title must be refunded, the decision S 
would be a windfall to many school districts. |||

Well, the Pasadena Elementary District would B 
get $76,397, only a drop in the inkwell, but Los 
Angeles would receive $4,188,892. B 

Monrovia would get $8,554, but unfortunate La H

SACRAMENTO, April 23 — 

The State of California has 
been going in the hole at the 
rate of $5 a second ever since 
the current fiscal year began 
last July 1, State Controller 
Alan Cranstan said yester¬ 
day.

Use Your Head/ You Can Save Your Feet 


(Presented as a public 
service by the Foothill Dis¬ 
trict of the Los Angeles 
County Medical Assn.) 

By using his head, a per¬ 
son can save his feet, his 
posture, his disposition, and 
maybe even his general 
health. 

Foot troubles are uneces- 
sary, but many people have 
them—usually because they 
“abuse their feet unmerci¬ 
fully.” Some tips on foot care 
are listed in the March is¬ 
sue of “Today’s Health,” a 
publication of the American 
Medical Association. 

Heels on shoes are a major 
source of foot trouble, the 
article said. One New York 
orthopedist has observed 
that a woman’s foot troubles 
begin when she starts buy¬ 
ing shoes in the woman's 
department. 

THE ARTICLE recom¬ 
mended that heels be no 
higher than one and one- 
half inches; that shoes have 
plenty of toe space to pre¬ 
vent cramping, and that they 
fit snugly to give support. 

Shoes should be purchased 
late in the afternoon, since 
feet .swell during the day 
and are slightly larger at 
that time. Shoes should nev¬ 


er be bought by size; the 
feet should always be meas¬ 
ured. 

Extreme care should be 
taken in buying shoes for 
children. Hand-me-down 
shoes should be avoided 
since they never fit prop¬ 
erly. Children’s feet grow at 
an “astonishing rate,” the 
article said. 

On the average a child 
will outgrow a pair of shoos 
in three months. The shoe 
should be three-fourths of an 
inch longer than the longest 


toe. Leather shoes are best, 
but canvas shoes are all 
right for playing, provided 
they are not worn constantly, 
the article noted. 

CORNS ARE simple masses 
of dead skin cells with a 
sensitive core, caused by sen. 
sitive rubbing. Cutting corns 
is not advisable and neither 
is the use of drug store corn 
removers. The safest home 
treatment is a simple non- 
medicated moleskin plaster, 
which will lessen pressure

and pain. A well-fitting shoe, 
however, is the best corn re¬ 
mover. 

Bunions result when toes 
are cramped and the ends 
of the bones next to the toes 
thicken causing heavy cal¬ 
luses to form. At times, the 
condition becomes serious 


enough to require surgery. 
A long course of exercises 
may restore normal function. 

Ingrown toenails occur 
when the toes are cramped 
and the nails are Improper¬ 
ly cut. They should be cut 
straight across. 

ATHLETE'S FOOT is us¬ 
ually a minor nuisance. If 
it occurs, the feet should be 
washed daily and dried thor¬ 
oughly. It is vitally impor-.
